Why Are You Tired?

think it clears very much up. But 
it happens to hit me at what has 
been, I believe, called a psycho* 
logical moment. 
lf the rest of the world la half 
as fatigued as I am and I seem to 
see evidences that it is, it is fa­ 
tigued indeed. Why shouldn't it 
be? The war has been so arranged 
that it would tire anybody out. I 
stem to see evidences of it all 
about me—in the new books, in 
the pronouncements of statesmen, 
in schemes for world planning. I 
suggest from the viewpoint of a 
physician, that after the war is 
definitely over we all have a peri­ 
od of rest aud recuperation and 
try to renew th# springs and wells 
of the spirit. 
Fatigue is the commonest of the 
symptoms of which the human 
race complains. 
\n d in spite of 
that we doctors are quite at a loss 
to explain what causes it. It is not 
always due to excessive or extra 
exertion. That kind of fatigue it 
easy to understand and to remedy. 
But we ail know the person who 
is tired all the time and never does 
any work. 


Anxiety Caules Fatigue 
Anxiety is a caus* of fatirue 
even if it is not accompanied by 
any particularly unusual activity. 
The army and navy medical corps 
are meeting it right along. It is 
sometimes called “ Flying Stress," 
sometimes “Operational Fatigue," 
or “Combat Fatigue," as the case 
may be. And it works in a vicious 
circle—anxiety causes the fatuous 
and the fatigue creates ansi- ty 
states. The medical reports on the 
men at Guadalcanal where there 


was no chance to relieve them ade­ 
quately, are among the most gra­ 
ph ic and pitiful in medical case re­ 
porting. 
The 
simplest 
fatigue 
state* 
gives us a clue to th* cause of 
some of the more complicated 
ones. Brought to the lowest com­ 
mon denominator the body gets 
tired when it performs muscular 
exertion over a certain period of 
time. This certain period of time 
varies with the individual. The 
feeling of fatigue is in this sim­ 
plest form located in the muscles 
and we may assume that it is due 
to lack of food. Or rather to hav­ 
ing all th* available food used up. 


Simplest Form of Fatigue 
Schedule fatigue in school chil­ 
dren is of this simplest form. The 
Joint Committee on Health Edu­ 
cation has repeatedly insisted that 
school children have extra lunches. 
Especially in such cases as seen 
in these children who get food at 
7 a m. and then cannot reach home 
for their next meal antil about 
2 p.m. 
People vary greatly, as is well 
known, in their needs for sleep 
and frequency of meals. The sim­ 
ple mechanism of simple fatigue 
as outlined above ma 
be the ex­ 
planation for all form: of fatigue, 
no m atter how much disguised it 
is in the complicated cases. Dr*. 
Fortis and Zitman, of Northwest­ 
ern Medical School, have found in 
patients with fatigue neurosis, the 
neurasthenics, that th* symptom 
may have a chemical explanation. 
We know the energy giving foods 
—the sugars and starches—are 
burned in the body by insulin se­ 
creted by the pancreas. Perhaps 
the neurasthenics vary from other 
people in the habit of secreting 
more insulin than normals and 
hence using up their available 
food energy quicker. 
For these pers .ns It Is sug­ 
gested that a diet high in cereals, 
bread, fruits, vegetables, desserts, 
and starch and sugar-containing 
beverages—milk and soft drinks 
—would be the proper one.

alone, a queen with one other card 
or a Jack with either qne or two 
other cards—is probably destined 
never to take a trum p trick if the 
declarer has all higher honors in 
his own hand and the dummy So 
such a card can be a trick-taker 
only when used tor ruffing But it 
may serve an equally valuable 
function. Ruffing a trick with it, 
and thereby forcing the declarer 
to over-ruff with a higher honor, 
may promote the next lower card 
into the rank of a trick-winner for 
your partner

When it failed, 
his cause wa* doomed, as he had 
no way to avoid the loss of a 
heart for the fourth trick by the 
defenders 
lf West had not sacrificed his 
spade Q. right under the guns of 
the higher honors, the declarer 
would have made his contract 
Of course. South might have 
eliminated the hostile trumps im­ 
mediately after getting the lead 
with the diamond K—but he did 
not He gave West a chance to 
beat him.

"HEAR. O ISRAEL: The Lord 
our God is one Lord: And thou 
shalt k>ve the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy 
•oui, and with all thy might. 
"And these words, which I com­ 
mand thee this day, shall be In 
thine heart: 
"And thou shalt teach them dili­ 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou fattest in 
thy house, and when thou w-aikest 
by the way, and when thou hest 
down, and when thou risest up. 
"And thou shalt bind them for 
a sign upon thine hand, and they 
ahall toe as frontlets between thy 
eyes. 
"And thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates.” 
These were the words of Moses 
to the children of Israel as they 
wandered in the desert seeking 
the land the Lord had promised 
them. At first they were used 
figuratively, hut later assumed a 
literal translation, and we quote: 


Contain Scrolls of Parchment 
"The sign on the hand being 
made to denote a phylactery on 
the biceps of the left arm, and the 
frontlets between the eyes a phy­ 
lactery on the forehead. Each of 
these phylacteries contains four 
sections from the Pentateuch in­ 
scribed on scrolls of parchment. 
. . . The expression to write them 
upon the posts of the house was 
later construed literally and gave 
rise to the custom of the mezuzah, 
which consists of affixing a small 
cylinder enclosing an inscribed 
parchment to the upper part of 
the right hand door-post of every 
Jewish home.” 
You remember how the Jews, in 
their wanderings, 
forgot 
these 
teaching* again and again and 
were punished time after time for 
their unfaithfulness. 
In every home the teaching of 
religion should be a part. The child 
that learns religion and good 


morals at his mother’s or father** 
knee, seldom goes far wrong in 
after life. 
Jesus tells us to pray to the 
Father; "Ask and It shall be given 
you: seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, find it shall be opened unto 
you.” An earthly father would 
rot dream, if his child asked for 
bread, of giving him a stone that 
looked like a loaf; or if he asked 
for fish of giving him a serpent. 
If an earthly father would then 
give good gifts to his children, how' 
much more would God, Father of 
us all give good gifts to us? asks 
Jesus. 
Worship and (aith that God will 
give us these things that are good 
for us come first. Then our moral 
education—the manner in which 
we shall live. Jesus said, if we 
se-' a speck In our brother’s eye 
—or if our brother or sister have 
a fault, to put It another way— 
c cull we criticize him, ignoring 
the fact that we have many more 
grievous faults? First we should 
correct our own faults, then, if 
ever, should we accuse our neigh­ 
bor

For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 
ir r u p t tree bring forth good 
fruit. 
For every tree is known by hi* 
own fruit. . . . A good man out 
of the good treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth that W’hich is good; 
and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is evil." 
"Study to shew thyself approved 
until God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
V ling the word pf truth,” Paul 
wr te to Timothy. 
If we are true and faithful to 
th** very best way of life; if we do 
these things that we know* are 
right, and leave undone the thinga 
that we are sure are evil, we will 
be "approved until God.” We will 
shew ourselves good workmen, 
who can be proud of our work.
